| automobile accidents in its territory, 
{has found that the 5 o’clock hazard ts 
} due to three chief reasons. 

| Most business concerns, offices and 
| factories close between the hours of 
|4 and 6 in the afternoon. At that 
time there is a tendency on the part 
of workers to hurry home without 
watching traffic as carefully os usual. 


After the day's work Is completed, 
many drivers are not as alert mentally 
jor as fresh physically as during the 
}earlier part of the day 
| ‘The heaviest automobile traffic oc- 
| curs in the late afternoon and reaches 
{ts peak about 5 o'clock. 

“This condition emphasizes the ne- 
| cessity for greater caution during the 
learly evening than at any other time 
}of the day,” say Automobile club offi- 
{cials. “Another extremely dangerous 
time is during the luncheon period 
}from noon until 2 p.m., with the 
|morning rush bringing the  thire 
| peak.”

the cities. As these Ontario streams fall steeply | 
down, and as the old pond sites are in many 
cases easily restored, the service one stream can | 
render many farms during its travels is a mighty 
big one. Far bigger than the little brook seems 
to promise. 

But the basis of the experiment at Brooklin is 
broader than power, It would not be enough to 
give the farmer a modern city home and let it go | 
at that. Something as interesting as city life 
has to be set in motion around him. And that, 
too, is found in the waste valley. 

Only a generation or two ago there was a 
good deal of dignity and standing amongst farm- 
ers. There used to be squires, a country gentry. 
A farmer who made good was an enviable man, | 
for he was free, independent, and erected about 
himself an interesting establishment. The towns 
were not in it with him. To-day it is safe to 
say that the average farmer works harder and | 
gets less life in return for his work than the} 
average city man. From being on a par with 


man, the farmer has slipped back perilously 
close to the status of the laboring man, Many 
city people who are unaequainted with the facts 
of country life think of farmers as laborers. 
They think of the hired man. This is a sad de- 
cline. How can the dignity and interests of the 
country gentleman be restored to the farmer, 
not merely in the eyes of the city slicker, but in 
his own eyes and in the eyes of his children? 


The valley may do it. Mr. Will A. Dryden is 


recogiized authority on live stock. He is a 
squire.

their acres, because they have too keen a regar¢ 
for the valley themselves. But they know what 
their demonstration will mean to the thousands 
of farmers along the Lake Ontario watershed 
who now possess what they regard to be “waste” 
land which in reality is the very land that will 
lift them, domestically and socially, on to a level 
with the inflated city dwelier, An ever-growing 
industrial population along the shore of Lake 
Ontario. A population that will double and 
treble in the next twenty years with the St. Law- 
rence development. A population seeking some 
respite from the ever-increasing clamor and 
stress of city life. 

A trout pond property will lease for hun- 
dreds, even thousands, of dollars a year. 

A farmer who has such a property developed 
and a going concern is sure of several things: 
he has his own water power for his house and 
farm. He has his own share or membership in 
the country club to which he leases his pond 
and his formerly useless wood-lot and valley— 
now filled with game birds. 

There are hundreds of muskrats in the upper 
reaches of these valleys. By modern fur farm- 
ing methods they could be increased to thousands 
and farmed accordingly, either by the farmer or 
leased to companies or syndicates. Where city 
men start a country club they set up a pretty 
substantial club house. 


Reducing the Farmer’s Handicaps 


HE effect of such a club house on the farmer 

or farmers on whose property it is cannot 

be over-estimated. The farmer remains a mem 

ber of it, He meets his city friends. He has 

good company, interesting company, men whe 

will bring him out of himself and the withdrawn 

life that is characteristic of present-day farn 

life. Good roads do two things. They bring the 

city within reach of the farm and the farm 
within reach of the city. 

It is good for the farmer and good for the 
city man, but best for the farmer. Because he 
has been side-tracked in the past twenty-five 
years, It is his turn to draw up even. And the 
demand for waste land to be turned into sanc- 
tuaries for tired city dwellers is going to increase 
in exact proportion to the growing congestion 
and artificiality of the industrial life of the 
province. 

The experiment at Brooklin is called Glen- 
hodson, out of respect to Mr. F. W. Hodson, one 
of the most active adventurers in the scheme, 
and because part of the property has been Hod- 
son property for nearly a century. Mr. Dryden 
wants to see a paradise at his own door—some- 
thing restored, something lost that will be re 
gained. Dr. Jim Moore wants to be able to go 
fishin’ in between office hours. Mr. Hodson has 
been in love with the valley so long that it 
wouldn’t be fair to tell on him, beyond saying 
that in 1876, when still at school, he fitted a 
flock of Cotswold sheep which .captured the 


| sweepstakes at the Philadelphia Centennial that 


year. So it is evident that this curious experi- 
ment with waste land and abandoned power 
amid glades from which the partridge was looted 
long, long ago, and where only vagrant cattle 
roam in the dead of summer, is not a sudden 
notion but something going back very far. 

It may be that you do not get the rural cul- 
ture and the benign quality of rural England, 
say, suddenly. Perhaps every land goes through 
hard times of pioneering, when nobody thinks of 
the days to come, but only of to-day’s market. 
But one water whee! is restored at Brooklin, and 
others are going in along that Ontario watershed. 
The abandoned valleys will come into their own 
again, In the naked gulley which used to be a 
great pond, on the ninth concession above Brook- 
lin, a pond that ran a mill that employed twenty 
hands—in this naked gulley another pgnd will 
form again—and twenty men will know it—as a 


| trout pool, or as a fleck of blue amid the cedars

And a farmer’s lady will know it as the 
source of her light, her domestic power for 
washing, cleaning, sewing, entertaining.

author, and provincial librarian of Manitobe, 
who told me this story of Premier John 
cken'’s boyhood, and of the part which chance 
—a stupid mistake upon the part of some un-

Mr. Bracken, with whom | had hoped to talk 
when in Winnipeg upon the subject of Manitoba's 
contribution to Canada, was away on sick leave, 
so I gathered my information from Mr. Healey, 
and from the acting premier, the Hon. Robert 
Alexander Hoey, minister of education. This is 
the John Bracken story: 

Mr. Bracken, so Mr. Healey told me, was born 
on June 22nd, 1883, on his father’s farm at Dilis- 
ville, near Brockville, Ontario, He went to school 
at Sealey’s Bay, and then on to the Brockville 
high school. He was a leader in athletics, and 
his schoo] masters and his dad were pretty 
steadily advising the boy that he give more at- 
tentian to his studies, and less to hockey and 
rugby. 

However, young Bracken, when he sat for his 
matriculation examinations at the early age of 
fifteen, was quite confident that he would mate 
the grade. He planned to go on to varsity. and 
have a profession—though he had not fully de 
cided whether he would study law or medicine. 
His father’s great wish was that be should be 
a tarmer, 

When the resulis of the examination were 
published in the Brockville papers, young John 
Bracken, down on the farm, had the surpriee and 
shock of his life. His name did not appear 
among those who had passed. The boy felt that 
there was only one thing to do; he had had his 
chance, and had failed; he must meet his father's 
wishes, and stay on the farm. 

Bracken's father was interested in stock 
breeding, and the buying and selling of cattle; 
so, with his son at home, he decided to devote 


#! bis energies to that end of the work, and he | 


put the management of the farm, proper, en 
tirely in the hands of the fifteen-year-old boy. 

With the fading of his dream of a college 
education, John Bracken acquired anether ambi 
tion—he wanted to show his father that there 
was good stuff in him after all, and decided that 
their farm was going to be the best in Leeds 
county. For four years he worked hard and suc 
cessfully. He studied books 9n agriculture, but 
the more he learned—the more he wanted to 
know, 

At the age of nineteen he plaaned to work at 
home, and take his matriculation examinations 
again, preparatory to entrance into the classes 
Guelph Agricultural College. He went to 
to the principal of the high school,

The principal was astonished at his 
questions, and showed young Bracken the records 
of his year. The boy had not failed. He had 
passed his “mairic.” with excellent marks, 
omission of his name from the published list had 
beep an error!
